Program. No subcontracting opportunities were identified;
therefore, no goals were established for this solicitation.

This contract is for the purchase of tubular steel electric utility poles and structures for
transmission and distribution construction and maintenance projects for Austin Energy.
The contract will ensure a continued and timely supply of poles and structures to be used
for construction of new power lines to meet the present and future needs of electrical
customers and the upgrade of existing structures and poles as needed.

MBE/WBE solicited: 1/1 MBE/WBE bid: 0/0

PRICE ANALYSIS
a. Adequate competition.
b. Six notices were issued including one MBE and one WBE. 11 solicitations were issued
and seven bids were received with no response from MBE/WBE.
c. The pricing offered represents a 68% increase to the last contract award January 2003.



The increase is due to higher costs in manufacturing steel and fuel charges for
transportation.
